'lie Principle of Ammonia Freezing: Ma- 
chines Very Clearly Set Forth—The 
Factor That Heat la in Producing Cold. 
The Part That Pressure Phiyn. 
The principle on which the manufacture 
f ice is based is exemplified in the relation 
f heat into the conversion of water into 
ra.1 steam. A certain amount of heat is 
equired for the conversion of any fluid 
nto a gas. This heat becomes, as we bay, 
atent—that is, is being employed for the 
ime in producing violent undulations of 
he gas molecules. 
Whenever a liquid is converted into a 


jzas, heat must come from somewhere. In 
he making of bteam it cornes from the 
flre; In the ordinary evaporation of the 
ivater out of doors it comos from the sun. 
When theie is no special heating arrange- 
ment, bxit the conditions are favorable for 
he tca&eous change in the fluid, heat will 
>e taken up from surrounding substances 
f they have any. 


If you dip your hand in water and then 


wa,ve it thiough the air the water will 
vaporate—that is, be converted into gas— 
and you will appreciate by the cool sensa- 
ion that heat has been abstracted from 
your hand. 
If you use instead of water 


ome fluid which more readily passes into 
he gaseous state, such as alcohol or ether, 
he sensation of coolness will bo more im- 
mediate and intense. 


Now this is the principle which is ap- 
ilied in the manufacture of ice. Some 
luid which evaporates readily is forced to 
lo so under such conditions that the heat 
which it must have and render latent in 
ts vapor will be extracted from a limited 
quantity of water, and this process being 
made continuous, so much, heat will finally 
je abstracted f i om the water that its mole- 
ules can no longer stay mobile, but fly to- 
gether into crystals—the water freezes. 
The evaporating lima usea in practice 


may be sulphuric ether or sulphurous acid 
or ammonia. The last is perhaps nowa- 
lays most often used. These fluids are 
cept in strong, close pipes and receivers, 
ind can undo no conditions come into con- 
tact with the water to be frozen. 


Suppose we consider the ammonia freez- 
ng machines very briefly only, for into the 
details of the process it is not necessary for 
us here to enter. 


But in order to understand this opera- 
ion one more physical principle must be 
stated, \v inch is that the degree of pressure 
to which a substance is exposed has a great 
nfluence upon the temperature at which 
t pas.scs from the fluid to the gaseous con- 
lition. Water at tlie ordinary altitudes 
»ils—that is, iii converted into vapor—at 
.OOdegs. centigrade (212degs. Fahrenheit). 
But ou a high mountain it will boil at a 
.ower temperature than this, because the 
atmospheric pressure is less there. 


On the other hand, if you put a gas into 


a receiver, and expose it to a sufficiently 
leavy pressure by a powerful pump or in 
some other way, it will in most coses be 
come a fluid forthwith, and the heat which 
:md been latent in it will be given out. 
Sow this ill a general way is what is done 
;o the ammonia in getting it ready to 
'ree^e the water. Pure liquid ammonia 
joils—that is, passes from the liquid into 
;he gaseous state—at a temperature about 
240 degs. Fahrenheit lower than water 
does. Henco ammonia is a substance which 
at ordinary temperature is a gas. That 
which we buy at the drug stores as am- 
monia is simply a solution of the gas in 
water, and from this, as every one knows, 
it is readily given off. It is volatile, that 
is, it tends under ordinary conditions to 
et into the gaseous form 
Now in ice factories powerful engines 


are used to force the ammonia gas by 
pressure into the liquid state, and the heat 
which is thus Bet free is carried off by cool 
water pouring over the coils o£ stout iron 
pipe in which it is confined. This fluid 
ammonia—kept fluid by the pressure to 
which it is subjected, a pressure varying 
fiom 125 to 175 pounds to the square inch 
—is carried in pipes to coils in the freez- 
ing tanks. These tanks are simply great 
vats filled with brine and covered over 
with a floor. Into this brine, cans filled 
with the water to be frozen are placed aad 
carefully covered 
These cans are usually 


between three and four feet deep, about 
one foot thick und nearly two feet wide. 
Coils of pipe communicating with the 
ammonia pipes are immersed in the brine, 
which is kept in motion by paddle wheels 
moved by machinery. 


The brine acts, as a carrier of the heat 


fiom the water in its tight metallic cans 
to the ammonia pipes. Brine is used be- 
cause it does not as readily freeze us water 
does and acts as a good conductor or dis- 
tributor of the heat. 


Now, when all is ready, the fluid am- 


monia under its great pressure is allowed 
to escape into the coils of pipe which 
pass about in the brine, and in which the 
pressure is so much less that the ammonia 
as it rushes in becomes at once a gas. But 
to do this it must have heat. It must have 
it. From the walls of the pipes into which 
it rushes it seizes it first. These take it 
from the brine which bathes them until 
its temperature goes down, down, and it 
begins to draw through their iron walls 
upon the heat stock of the water in the 
cans. And so the mimic but relentless 
warfare goes on. The ammonia vapor is 
constantly pumped away from the cold 
pipes in which it had expanded to be used 
over again, while fresh liquid "ammonia is 
as constantly forced in from behind. 


Some hours pass, and the heat stock in 


the water is growing scantier and scantier. 
It can stand it in this way but little longer; 
it is down well nigh to zero centigrade, 
and the wild, insatiable vapor raging for 
heat in the pipes not far off is still sucking 
it away. The only thing which can be 
done now to furnish more Is for the water 
to give up its latent heat, and that is to 
sign its own death warrant as water, for, 
if one may use such a turn of phrase, 
without its latent heat water is ice. 


The ice layers on all sides slowly thicken, 


and at last, in about sixty hours, all ii 
eolid. The watchful attendant raises with 
a crane the great beautiful ice block, still 
InitsgalvaniztXl iron can, out of its cold 
bath, aud trundles jt off to make way for 
another molecular battle and another vic- 
tory.—T. Mitchell Prudden in Harper's.

An ISnemy of Tobacco. 


"Oh, papa, see the pretty humming 


bird!" 


The object at which the child pointed 


was poised above a big white flower on 
rapidly agitating wings, robbing the blos- 
som of nectar with its long beak. 


"That is not a humming bird, pet," said 


the gentleman who sat ou the porch in the 
gathering dusk of evening. "It'is a horn- 
blower moth. Once upon a tune it was a 
Big green caterpillar." 


"A caterpillar, papa?" 
"Yes, dearie. The insect which looks so 


like a humming bird, as you say, is an en- 
emy of my own, because it destroys to- 
bacco. Perhaps I would not have had to 
pay so much for this cigar I am smoking 
if there were no such moths in existence." 


"But the moth does not eat tobacco, 


papa." 


"No, my dear, but it lays eggs that 


hatch out into caterpillars, and the cater- 
pillars feed on the tobacco leaves. There 
are plenty of them over in Maryland and, 
Virginia, and the planters have to fight 
them constantly. The moth deposits its 
eggs on the leaves and the new born worms 
eat holes through them, which render 
them useless for making cigars. When 
they aie full grown they are about three 
inches long. They are bright green with 
small red heads and are very fat and un- 
pleasant." 


"What becomes of them a£ter they get 


big'" 
> 


"Oh, they keep on eating as long as they 


are growing, gobbling up whole leaves and 
plants, and alter shedding their skins a 
few times they burrow into the ground 
and stay there quite torpid for awhile. 
Then they come out of the earth in the 
shape of great moths, such as tho one you 
saw a moment ago. After that they do 
not care to feed upon tobacco leaves any 
more, but they live on the juices of flowers, 
particularly on those of the honeysuckle 
and a plant called the 'Jamestown weed.' 
They extract the honey from the blossoms 
by means of a flexible tongue five or six 
inches in length. When they are not feed- 
ing the tongue is coiled up like a watch 
spring under the head* Pretty soon they 
luyxneir eggs en the tobacco leaves and 
then die," 


"But what do they do to kill them?" 
"A favorite way of the planters over in 


Maryland is to plant the Jamestown weeds 
in the tobacco fields and put in each flowef 
a little black arsenic or other poison. Then 
the moths come along, feed on the poisoned 
loney of the blossoms and die. Men go 
hrough the fields also and kill the cater- 
pillars by pinching off their heads. If such 
neasures were not taken the insects would 
lestroy the tobacco crops."—Washington 
!tar.

One PoIdonouB Snake in Michigan. 
In Michigan there is but a single species 


of poisonous snake among the twenty-five 
or more kinds that I know. The danger- 
ous one is the common massasauga, or 
prairie rattlesnake (Caudisonatergemina), 
Many tunes hava I been called upon to de* 
VlCtl, Oil a ttpClillJICll OUppwO^vi vu 1.V A.UIUUXI 
ous, but always have found that the so 
called copperhead or moccasin resolved it- 
self Into an innocuous water snake or milk 
snake. I do not think there exists an- 
other poisonous species in Michigan be- 
sides the common massasauga, although 
the northern or banded rattlesnake (Cro- 
talus durissus) is found within fifty miles 
of our southern boundary in Indiana, and 
may, for aught I know, occasionally be 
found within our confines. It is common 
in Pennsylvania and Illinois. 


The common massasauga is far from 


rare at present in southern Michigan, and 
in the early days of Kalamazoo county was 
very abundant. To believe the stories of 
the early settlers, a low meadow could not 
be mowed without encountering f com teii 
to a hundred of these poisonous serpents. 
They grew to an enormous size at that, 
few being killed less than four i'eet long, 
and a length of five or six feet was com- 
mon, while the smallest number iof rattles 
adorning a tail of this monster >(?) species 
was sixteen and from that up to iforty odd. 
—Dr. Morns Gibbs in Forest and Stream.

Tho noblest tree 
of all, because the most generally valu- 
able, is tho Douglas fir (Pseudotsoga Doug- 
lasii). It grows with a straight stem to 
an average height of over 200 and perhaps 
260 feet, and even, as stated before, some- 
times attaining a height of 050 feet. A 
tree of this kind measuring eighteen feet 
in diameter where cut from tho stump 
aud cut into 24-foot logs, of which 
there would be twenty good ones, would 
contain over 200,000 feet of lumber (board 
measure) if it could bo brought to market, 
which would weigh over 350 tons. This 
size is not merchantable now because of 
tho difficulty of handling it.— San Frai- 
cisco Chronicle.

Strong Saxon words of 
every' deacrip ion are best, anc vigorous 
adjectives are especially so. 


Vigorous, however, does not mean over- 


done or anticl imatical. The adjective "el- 
egant," misapplied, appears to have had 
its day and gone out in the inelegant cir- 
cles ii which it did such hard service. 
Everything M hich met with approbation, 
from a sunsel to a plate of soup, was "ele- 
gant" to a ccr ain class. In England Amer- 
icans are credited with "real elegant," 
which, I am happy to say, I have never 
had the pain c f hearing. "Real nice" and 
"real pleasant" are still heard in the rural 
districts, but the city intensives have crept 
in with the railways and displaced the old 
timers somew liat.— Chicago Post.

importance for the (salubrity of the ice; 
but if the water be pure, the distillation is 
only valuable for the technical purpose of 
removing the dissolved air.

Toa Drinking in Japan* 


Tea was first introduced into Japan by 


a Buddhist saint, Uangyq Daisbi, about' 
the beginning of the Ninth century. But 
its cultivation made no progress until the 
Abbot Myoe laid out some plantations at 
Toga-no-o, and afterward at TJji, which 
are yet the most celebrated in Japan. 
Though it was freely drank and used 
among the upper classes, Mr. Chamber- 
lain, who is an authority, does not think 
the custom was at all universal among 
the lower classes until the Seventeenth 
century. 


The first tea drinking was indulged in 


by the Zen sect of Buddhists, simply with 
the intention of keeping themselves awake 
during their midnight devotions. 
The 


first aristocratic tea drinker of whom 
there is any record is Monamoto Sane- 
toino, a shogun, who lived in the Thir- 
teenth century. Esai, a Buddhist abbot, 
tried to reclaim him from his intemperate 
habits by inducing him to drink tea 
instead of sake. The enthusiastic abbot 
drew up rules to govern the ceremony, 
which naturally he made religious. First 
came a very plain, frugal meal, then a serv- 
ice consisting of worshiping departed 
ancestors, the noisy beating of drums and 
much burning of incense. Esai also pub- 
lished a book in which he clearly explains 
how ten, beiietitiB the "flve Viscera"—t,B6 
heart, liver, lungs, kidneys and intestines 
—and its influence against oni, or demons. 


Owing to tho abbot's introduction of the 


plant and his zeal for its use it is fashiona- 
ble for real enthusiasts to join his sect (the 
Zens), aud it is the abbot of Daitokuji 
from whom credentials of proficiency in 
the mysteries are obtained.—San Fran 
cisco Call. 


Tho Umbrella Is Very Valualjlo. 


"An umbrylla is one of1 the most useful 


articles that a man can carry with him," 
said Lamar J. Saunders, from Jackson, 
Miss. "One can be used in a dozen differ- 
ent ways. When the sun is shining hot, 
or when it is raining, a man without an 
umbrella must either remain indoors or 
suffer. As a weapon of defense there is 
nothing better. You can keep a man at 
his distance with one better than you 
could with a stick. Next to a shotgun or 
a pistol, there is no more dangerous 
weapon. 


"I remember one timel was in a hotel that, 


caught afire early iu the morning. The 
guests were awakened by the stifling smoke 
and noise.

Weak Eyes from Round Keys.
